Shipwrecks on our Coast 

During the past year no leas ihan seven 
vessels have teun wrecked on the coast 
of Vanc^iivur Island. Daring the same pe- 
riod we do not recollect but two ur three 
wrecks on the American coast between >Snti 
FratieifOO and Cape Flaiiery. Some may. 
therefore, be inclined to assume that navi- 
gation on our coast is mucH more dangerous 
than on the Raeifio seaboard from Cape 
Flaiiery to San Francisco. We are not, 
however, inclined lo admit any such as- 
sumption; and although seven vessels may 
have been wrecked on our shores, we believe 
that only one or two can be properly attri- 
buted 10 liie dangers of our coa-t ; and thai, 
therefore, it ..fiords no good reason 10 induce 
insurance con, panics lo raise the rates ol 
iisiiurnnce on the ground of the dangerous 
naviaation on the coast of Vancouver Island. 

Tin- lirst shipwreck was the bark Glympse. 
Innttempti g tn enter Victoria harbor, she 
ran M*hore at Clover Point. Not having a

The seventh wreck is the bark Naunette, 
on Rare Rocks. Had the liglil-house on 
Race Rocks been lighted, and known abroad, 
ihis accident, fn all probability, would never 
haveoccur ed. As it was, the light on Fis- 
guard Island, at the entrance of Esquimalt, 
led the vessel astray. It was not on any 
map, and a stranger on the coast could not 
but be puzzled f.otn such a circumstance, 
as 10 his whereabouts, At any rate we are 
inclined to attribute her loss to an error ol 
judgment. But even if set down to the ac- 
count of dangerous navigation^' the utmost, 
it appears impossible to us to number more 
than t;.tee shipwrecks from such causes, 
viz: Ihe Sehr D. L.Clinch, Batk Naunette ; 
and vessel name unknown. 

Considering the great number of vessels 
winch have arrived at and left this port dur- 
ing the last two years and a-half. as well as 
well as Puget Sound, Ihe accidents which 
have occurred either in the Straits or on our 
West Coast, have not been as numerous as 
might have been expected.

House of Assembly. 

Monday, Jan. 21, 1861. 

p resen t — Speaker Helmcken; Messrs. 
Crease, Burnrtby. Cary, Gordon, Franklin, 
Tolmie, McDonald, and WnddiriErlon. 

Mr. Crease, on behalf of the Committee 
appointed to confer with the Hon. tho Coun- 
«{|, reported that the Council had decided on 
sending an answer to the House ; and the 
Speaker then read a message from the Coun- 
•oil enclosing the following answer : 

"After conferring with the members of 
the Hon. the Houso of Assembly, it appears 
that there is a misunderstanding of the mean- 
ing of the Resolution sent by the Council 
to the Hon. the- House on the 4th instant, the 
'Council wish to explain that in using the 
•word privileged as compared with those of 
the Assembly, they meant the respective 
priviliges of each as two distinct branches 
of a local Legislature, in their peculiar char- 
acter of Council and Assembly, and not that 
their privileges are precisely similar." 

Tho communication ordered to lie on the 
lable until to-morrow. 

Mr. Tolmie then made the following notice 
of motion : " That on Tuesday next I will 
ask for a Committee of the whole House to 
consider a petition to the Secretary of the 
Colonies, relative to the extinguishing of In- 
dian Titles to surveyed and settled lands in 
the Colony of Vancouver's Island." 

The bill voting A'430 for tho service of the 
Government passed a second reading. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. YVaddington moved a report of the 
Committee of Conference relative to the 
Tre Department, which report was ordered 

10 lie on the table. 

The House then adjourned until Tuesday 

at 2 o'clock. 

Tuesday, January 22, 1861. 
Pre-gcnt— Speaker Helmcken, Messrs. Bur- 
nabv, Green, Cary, Franklin, Tolmie, Wad- 
ilinuton and Gordon. 

Mr. Tolmie, in acenrdnnce with his notice 
ofvesterday, moved that the Home consider 
a petition to the Secretary of the Colonies, 
relative to the extinguishing of the Iiniian 
Titles — and referred in a few words to the 
fact that the Indian wars in Australia and 
other colonies, had arisen from the land 
being purchased, and the owners not being 
able to occupy them on account of Indian 
aggression. 

• The motion was ordered to be considered 
at next sitting of the House. 

The House thpn went into Committee of 
the whole on the act to np ropriate .£430 
for the use of the Crown, which after a short 
discussion, passed the Committee. 

A communication from the Governor trans- 
milting copies of the Street Contracts, for 
tile use nf the House, was then read and laid 
on the table, and the (louse went into Com- 
mittee on the Lighter bill, and the minute of 
Council with reference to the Conference. 

There was considerable discussion on 
tli esc subjects, the members, however, 
agreeing that the lights and privileges of the 
House should be protected, and the follow- 
ing resolution was passed : 

"That the Committee regarding the min- 
ute of the Honorable the Council, tinted the 
18tli instant, as not sufficiently distinct with 
respect to privileges to justify the House in 
deviating from its resolution of thel5th inst., 
and suagest that the Bill lay on the table 
for further consideration." 

The Committee then rose nnd reported, 
and the report was accepted, when, mi mo- 
tion of Mr. Carv, it was resolved, "That the 
Hon. tho Council, be ^requested to appoint 
another conference with the Hourse of As- 
sembly, on account of the ambiguous lang- 
uage of the Council minutes of the 18th 
instant." 

The House then adjourned till Thurs- 
day the 24th inst- at 2 o'clock. 

Rkgisthation of Voters. — Considerable 
complaint is made by parlies wishing to 
register their na «s as voters, that they 
cannot find the Sherifl* in his offleejand 
that no notice as to when he will he Ihete, 
is affixed to the door. There was until re- 
cently a notice at the office statins that the 
Sherifl would be in attendance from I') to 

11 a. rn.. and from 3 to I p. in., on every day 
with the exception of Saturday, when lie 
would be on hand from ll a. in. to I p. m . 
for the purpose of registering the names of 
voters. The notice was not to be found 
yesterday morning; and while at the police 
barracki on business that occupied a few 
moments, wo saw no less than three persons 
■waiting at (tie Sheriff's door for the purpose 
of registering their names. In view of the 
fact that but two days more remain in which 
votes may be registered, would it not be as 
well Tor Mr. Naylor to authorize his oblig- 
ing deputy to register names during his ab- 
sence from tho office, in order that those 
business men whoso leisure time in limited, 
may bo accommodated! Unless greater 
facility is offered to-day anil to-morrow, the 
registration bill may be considered a " de- 
lusion and r» snaro," having the shadow of 
fair-dealing hut without tho substance-. 

— The first jJeigh passed up 
Yates street yesterday afternoon, drawn by 
two horses without bells. The vehicle con- 
tained hulf-a-dor.on melancholy looking* 
men, who seemed half frozen to death.

The Late Discoveries 
Another Rich «old Field ? 



"Wo last week promised our readers some 
further information regarding the discovery 
of a new and rich gold field in the far north. 
On Friday we were waited upon by Dr. J. 
B. A. M. Fiat, a French physician of con- 
siderable note, formerly of California, but 
more recently engaged in packing to Fort 
Alexander, who gave us a very interesting 
and reliable account oi the new diggings, 
the substance of which we publish below. 
We can assure our readers that there is not 
tho least room for doubt ; the diggings are 
certainly there, and every confidence may 
be placed in the statement: 

THE NEW MINES 

are situated on a large creek, which empties 
into the Fraser about 300 miles above Fort 
Alexander and 150 miles above Fort George. 
'I hay consist of both bar and bench dig- 
gings; the bars have been worked the 
most, however, owing to tho facilities they 
offer for superficial mining — the benches re- 
quiring considerable stripping before the 
pay-dirt can bo reached. 

THE FIRST DISCOVKHEKS. 

They w ere first discovered late in the fall 
of 1850, by an Italian named Spotzi, and a 
Spaniard named Pablo Martinez. They sel 
to work and had obtained a few hundred 
dollars when the cold weather suddenly set 
in and compelled them to come below. 
The Spaniard, owing to thesevere cold, lost 
the use of his feet, but managed to reach 
Cayoosh, and has remained a cripple ever 
since. He has been employed by E. T, 
Dodge, Esq., a merchant of that place, dur- 
ing lust summer. The Italian went down 
the river, and for some cause not explained, 
never returned to his rich claim. 

THE PRESENT OWNERS 

aro rained G. \V. Harrow, Marshall and Do- 
lorie, (Canadians.) and 1'oket, a half- 
breed Indian. They left Alexander iu 
August or September on a fur- trading ex- 
pedition above Fort George, having pur- 
chased of Dr. Fiat, on credit, a quantity of 
go ids suitable for bartering with tho Indians 
I'liey reached the creek in question, trading 
alung us they went, and observed some In- 
dians engaged in panning out the gravel of 
a bar near its mouth in wooden howls. 
Curiosity prompted them in wash a pan of 
the dirt, and they obtained so line a pros- 
pect Uial they concluded to stop anil com- 
mence mining. They worked one week with 
rude rockers ami took out nearly six thousand 
dollars in course gold/! They also pros- 
pected two small creeks making in'o the 
large, creek on which tliey worked, and got 
still belter prospects. The doctor soon after 
visited them, and they paid him SI 111), al- 
though they weto " jlat broke" before leav- 
ing .A lexuiider, 

A LA ROE tfUORET. 
Dr. F. says he saw a squaw, near tho 
mouth of the creek, with a tlllggul of gold 
wrapped up in a piece ot flannel, that 
weighed ome hundred and eighty dollar.) — 
valuing it at SIC to the ounce. The com- 
pany bad many pieces that U'tfighid flolll 
four to seven dollars each. 

TIIK WEATUEH 

Was very cold wneu Dr. Fiat left the 
creek, about the middle of November, and 
the iniuers had almost ceased to work, owing 
to its i ncle.i.eiioy,
